THE GOVERNOR’S COACHMAN., 


He is Clubbed by a Policeman—The Gov- 
ernor Interfers. 

Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON City, May 22.— A _ diffi- 
culty occurred last night between a 
negro employed by Governor Crittenden and 
a police officer of this city named George 
Earhart, ig which the negro came out second 
best, and would doubtless have been more 
roughly bandled had not the Governor him- 
self interferred. Negro convicts have been 
employed about the executive mansion ever 
since it was occupied by the present incum- 
bent, and a great deal of uncomplimentary 


talk regarding their conduct has been in- 
dulged in, and nodorbt much has been laia 
to their credit, and many petty offenses 
charged, that were committed by other par- 
ties. It appears that the trouble arose by 
tne policeman intercepting a letter addressed 
to another convict, who. was in the walls 
(whichis contrary to the laws governing 
the penitentiary), that was be- 
ing delivered to one of these convicts by 
a negress, and that the Governor’s cvach- 
man interfered and abused the officer until 
the latter lost his temper and _ severely 
clubbed the negro. The affray occurred in 
the yard of the mansion, and Governor Crit- 
tenden hearing the noise came out and 
ordered the policeman off the premises, 
which was reiuctantly complied with. The 
matter was not to rest here, however, as 
each parties felt much aggrieved at the con- 
duct of the other. A warrant was sworn out, 
and the negro arrested. The Governor 
appeared for him and the trial was set for 
next Friday. The policemau felt very ugly 
toward the Governor for interfering in the 
matter and and the Governor was in no ex- 
cellent temper at the policeman for clubbing 
his servant. It has been stated that the 
Governor will take steps towards having the 
authority of the policeman questioned in re- 
gard to raising the disturbance.

Novel Method of Executing Crim- 
inals inan Arm-Chair. ©

A Patent Which Mr. Sheridan Wants to Pre- 
sent to the Government—Full Description 
of the Ghastly Apparatus—A Reply From 
the Patent Office. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 
New York, May 23.—Mr. H. B. Sheridan, 
the patentee of some twenty electrical ma- 
chines and the electrician of the Sheridan 
Electrical Company, has applied for a pat- 
ent for what he terms an impreved device 
for executing criminals condemned to death, 
He accompanied his application by an as- 
signment transferring to the Government 
the right to use his invention. He also in- 
tends to give it to all foreign governments 
that may desireJjt. The Patent Office re- 
turned the assignment to him, saying it had 
no power to receive it, and teliing him to 
seek out the proper authority. Mr, Sheri- 
dan’s device is a method of causing instanta- 
neous death without pain to the criminal

WITHOUT DISFIGURING HIS BODY. 


It consists jof an ordinary-arm chair, with 
legs containing some $p Dstance which wi 

insulate the bodg of the chair from the floo 

The arms endin two brass knobs, on which 
the hands of the eriminal will rest. “The 
chair hasa foot-reston which is fitted a 
brass plate. ‘The back of the chair is as high 
as a man’s shoulders. At the top is a small 


knob with ahole fora peg. The positive 
wire of a dynamo-electric machine runs up 
the back of the chair and endsinthe knob. 
The negative wire runs toa resistance coil 
under the chair and thence to the brass bl ate 
in the foot-rest. Another __ positive 
wire runs to one of the 
brass knobs on the armeof the chair and a 
second negative wire to tife other knob. The 
wires can be 
CONNECTED WITH A MACHINE 
miles away by conducting wires. The chair 
is in condition to be used in two ways, as the 
two sets of wires are not operated together. 
If the foot-rest wire is used some prepara- 
tion is needed. A small silken collar Is 
fitted tightly on the neck of the criminal. It 
has on the inside, at the back, a small brass 
button which fits closely against the spinal 
process. It is connected with a small silk ca- 
ble which hangs loosely and ends in a brass 
weg. Thiscollar is put on the criminal in 
his cell in the same manner as the noose end 
used in hangings. Heis then brought out 
with feet bared, and is seated in the chair. 
Straps fasten his arms to the chair arms and 
his legs to the chair. The brass peg of the 
silk cable is inserted in the hole in the brass 
knob at the back of the chair and is there 
held by a screw.- The bare feet of the crim- 
inal rest on the bepea ponte of the foot-rest. 
The circuit would tow be complete were it 
not that the sitive wire is broken ata 
short distance from the chair. Connection 
can be established at once by turning a 
s witch, or by pressing the button. The full 
charge of electricity enters the criminal’s 
body at the spinal cord, and 
PAS OUT AT HIS FEET. 
The resistan il which it meets under the 
chair aggravates its force, and prevents it 
frum injuring the dynamo machine on its re- 
turn. The criminal is killed instantaneously 
and without pain, as the electricity acts 
much more quickly than the nerves of sen- 
sation. The second method of using the 
chairis to discharge the cyprrent injo the 
alms of the hands through the large orass 
Enobe. In this case no collar is n " 
aud the subject need not be baref . 
In eeither case all the wires and apoe 
excepting the small collar would be out of 
sight and the criminal would see nothing but 
an ordinary chair. The sheriff could give a 
signal, the executioner could complete the 
circuit and the criminal’s death result in- 
stantly and painlessly. Mr. Sheridan be- 
lieves this method of executing enesenmess 
criminals far more humane than by the olten 
bungling use of the noose and scaflold.

The forty-sixth 
annual reportof the board of foreign mis- 
sions, a pamphlet of 179 pages, Was read 
by Rev. Dr. Marvin R. Vincent, 
of New York. It pays a tribute to the mem- 
ories of Hon. Wm. E. Dodge and Mrs. Julia 
M.Graham. The receipts from all sources, in- 
cluding last year’s balance, were $656,257, 
expenditures, $669,620; balance against the 
board of $13,383, notwithstanding the grati- 
fying increase in receipts. The encouraging 
fact was stated that this year’s income rep- 
resents 4,252 churches, the jlargest number 
ever reported, and stjil greater liberality on 
the part of the Woman’s Boards. The 
board has in chargeof 159 American and 
92 native ordained missionaries, besides 155 
native licentiates: lay missionaries 21 male 
aud 265 female Americans, and 285 natives ol 
both sexes. In the mission schools are 21,- 
253 pupils. The reports from tie liissiou 
stations were all encouraging. The revort 
speaking of the Indian mission declared that 
the greatest hindrance was the corruptions 
and frauds perpetrated upon the red men by 
the agents of the United States Government, 
It calied for efforts arousing the national 
conscience to this great wrong.

THE CATTLE BUSINESS. 


A Chat With One of the Cattle Kings— 
Wyorthing Herds. 


Mr. J. L. Driskill, of Austin, {Texas, is 
stopping at the Lindell to-day. Mr. Dris- 
kill, although his residence is in Texas, is 
counted one of the cattle kings of the north- 
west. He has a large cattle ranch in 
Kansas near the line of the Atchison, To- 
peka and Sagta Fe Railroad below Dodge, 
and another one in Wyoming above 
Deadwood. Mr. Driskill talked about cat- 
tle to a Post-DIsPATCH reporter at the 


Pianters’ this morning, : 

“ whee contiine are the cattle this sea- 
son ?”” asked the reporter, 

“First rate,” rentied Mr. Driskill. “We 
have had a hard winter, put cold weather 
doesn’t hurt cattie. All of the cattle in the 
North are in good condition.” ‘ 

“Is Wyoming a good cattle country?” 

“Yes, very good. The long grass thete 

makes fine feed all of the time. There is 
nothing to rot it, and it retains its succulence 
though the Winter, and when there is snow 
there is plenty of browsing for the animals. 
I have 12,000 head there now, and ex pect to 
put in enough this season to make 20,000. 
**Itow does Kansas suit you?” 
“Ob, . Kansas is a very fair 
country but I am moving out 
of it. have soid310,000 head from my 
ranch there, and of the remaining 11,000 I 
shall sell the greater pes and remove the 
rest to Wyoming, which suits me better.” 

“Who are the biggest cattle men in your 
region, Mr. Driskill?” 

“Well, 1 think Hughes & Simpson, 
who own about 30,000 head, are 
about on top, though there are others 
who come pretty close to them.” 

‘‘Have you good facilities for shipping?’’ 

“As good as we want. The nearest point 
to ship now is about 250 miles distant, but l 
don’t want a railroad any nearer because 
they bring too much population, 
which fis death on cattle raising. 
I would rather drive that distance than have 
a railroad nearer.”’ 

‘Some people think that the cattle busi- 
ness has reached its limit and must decline. 
What do you think about it?” 

‘Yes, people have been saying that for the 
last six years, but I don’t see it. Whenl 
tirst moved to Wyoming the cattle men 
said 1 was a fool for not selling my yearlings 
for $15, which 1 was offered. ‘That was three 
years ago. Now I get $25 for the same cat- 
tle. I can not seée any limit to a business of 
this kind. Cattle have been going up right 
along in price, and they will keep up, be- 
cause the demand is constantly increasing. 
The cattie men, too, are improving their 
stock. They are raising much better grades 
of cattle and are getting better prices.’

Tr charges made by ex-Congressman 
Dezenporr against Secretary CHAND- 
LER’S mandgement of the navy yard at 
Norfolk are well represented in the follow- 
ing paragraph: 

The abuses in the navy yard [at Norfolk] are 
flagrant and ou us Violations of the laws 
and regulations governing that department, and 
account In some measure for the excessive cost of 
the work done on the Pinta, recently repaired at 
that yard. Icall your specialattention to this 
vessel, a tug of 806tons. She has had expended 
on her more than $100,000 for repairs. I am satis- 
fied and can prove that during the Congressional 
campaign last fall men were borne upon the rolls 
and paid for work weeks at a time who did not 
put a foot inside the navy yard or do an hour’s 
work there. 

Secretary Chandler’s reply is substantially 
as follows: 

The tone of your letter which you have made 
publi¢ indicites you take a very strong interest in 
the reformation of the navy yard at Norfolk. 
Your long familiarity with the yard as constant 
candidate for Congress since 1878, seeking special 
support from voters there employed, will un- 
doubtedly enable you to make many more valu- 
able suggestions for the suppression of abuses 
therein which wiil gladly be received and consid- 
ered. That you should now [or the first time in- 
vite the attention of the department and the pub- 
lic to such abuses after you have ceased to expect 
any personal benefit from the management of the 
yard is a most commendable performance of pub- 
li@wtuty by a private citizen. 

There are very few who will believe that 
the charges are sufficiently answered.

THE FUTURE NEWSPAPER. 

The development of journalism is no inter- 
esting a subject that we gladly welcome any- 
thing that throws light on its future, and 
therefore we regret that the rash and precip- 
itate action of the French authorities has de- 
prived he world of the valuable lesson it 
would have learned from the appearance of a 
proposed journal which has been suppressed 
in #ts birth, A gentleman by the name of 
Morpuy, who had been expelled from 
France, has been arrested and imprisoned 
for returning just as he was about to publish 
an anarchist journal. The journal has got 
appeared, and we can only dimly conjecture 
what it would have been. | 

But it could not have failed to be highly 
interesting. The anarchist idea is that 
everything in the present system of society 
is wrong and needs to be reversed. Inan 
anarchist journal we would accordingly ex- 
pect to find the office-boy correcting 
the mistaken political views of the edi- 
tor, while the porter would order out 
any articles that did not suit him. The repor- 
ters would probably undertake to collect the 
subscriptions, and would explain to the busi- 
ness manager how he could work up the cir- 
culation satisfactorily. Moreover if the 
proof-reader happened to come across any- 
thing he objected to, it would be a duty he 
owed to the sacred cause of anarchy to strike 
it out and straightway write something bet- 
ter. The management of the paper would 
be something to admire, while the mind is 
lost in contemplating the possibilities of its 
typographical appearance. 

Of course each printer would be independ- 
entofthe foreman and would set up only 
such matter as suited him, and adopt his 
own style and size of type. He would also 
take his time about setting it up, and en- 


can place the enjoyment of them within the 
reach of the humbiest citizen. 

The small area of each nationality in the 
Old World, together with international re- 
strictions upon trade, compels each to sub- 
sist mainly upon its own naturally 
limited prodactions, while our free and rapid 
intercourse, “without change of cars.” from 
sea to sea, and from the frozen North to the 
orange and banana plantations of the South, 
makes us everywhere, to a great extent, in- 
dependent of the local soil and climate. 
Cheap Northern ice cools the Southern man’s 
drink in summer, and while the Northern 
man is cutting that ice in midwinter he can 
have green cucumbers and fresn lettuce 
and radishes from the South at his 
dinner. Brief as the strawberry har- 
vest is in any locality, the supply 


force his right to do his work as he 
pleased. The galley boy would have an 
authority that would be dangerous to the 
principles of anarchy, as his control of the 
proof slips would interfere with the free 
workings of an ideal system of liberty. But 
on an anarchist newspaper each printer 
would probably be his own devil, while the 
galley boy would go out andtake advertis- 
ing contracts on his own hook. 

We presume no one would receive any salary 
nor pay for anything, and it israther hard 
to understand how the paper could maintain 
a continuous existenee. Each carrier and 
newsboy would take out as many papers as) 
he could get away with, and lie would not 
feel under any obligation to pay the office 
for them, as, he woul@ know that 
none of his Patrons would feel under 
any obligation to pay him. The adver- 
tising. patronage would be enormous, 
inasmuch as an anarchist advertiser would 
claim the right to put in a double column ad, 
at the top of the page, next to reading mat- 
ter without yielding to base demands for 
pecuniary consideration, but it would take a 
great deal of monéy torun a paper on that 
basis. ° 

This is where the interest of the scheme 
comesin. The anarchist idea is a beautiful! 
one in theory; it is in every way deserving 
of the highest admiration until we come to 
put it in practice, and then obvious difficul- 
tles crop up, and until some practical at- 
tempt is allowed to be made we shall never 
be able to know just how the new thing will 
work. One attempt has been made on a smal! 
scale to publish a journal on” the anarchist 
idea; this was the publication of the Muon, 
by the inmates of a lunatic asylum in 

New York, but thig moon suffered a quick 
eclipse. The world is a loser by the failure 
of Monsieur Morpuy’s attempt, and it is to 
be hoped that, in the interest of science, he 
will be released and allowed to get out his 
journal.

SOUTHERN TRUCK FARMING. 

The immense growth of American cities 
and the extension. of rapid transportation 
facilities to all sections of our wonderfully 
diversified country are producing some very 
luteresting agricultural revolutions that 
promise to make us a nation of the most lux- 
urious feeders the world ever saw. Already 
the thrifty artisans of our cities can com- 

mand for their tables all the year round a 
variety of fruits, vegetables, meats, fish, 
game and other edibles, such #8 money can 
but rarely buy for the wealthiest classes of 
Europe. And we are only just beginning to 
realize how abundant our resources are in 


Southern 


in St. Louis is almost perennial, because, 
when late in the year it has ceased to come 
to us from points further and further North 
t begins to come again from the far South,and 
continues to come from points nearer and 
nearer until our home crop is ripe again. 
And so it is with such a variety of articles of 
comfort, necessity or luxury that we are 
building up a novel system of exchanges 
greatly conducive to better living and indus- 
trial prosperity. 

Many things are now in common use by 
persons who never saw them .growing, and 
but a few years ago had only heard of them, 
The people of each section cheaply share the 
good things of all the others. Knowing the 
ready market ther% is for such things, Nofth- 
ern men.are buying the previously unoccu- 
pied lands of Fiorida, and wonderful stories 
are told of the profits on their crops of early 
vegetables and their orange, lemon and ba- 
nana plantations. Eight years ago a Geor- 
gia planter was doing such a poor business 
raising cotton that he valued his 8,000 acres 
at $5,000. He quit cotton and began to culti- 
vate cucumbers, peas, tomatoes and melons. 
He soon found a fractional part of his land 
yielding a good return on a valuation of $40,- 
000, Inthe same county 3,500 acres are now 
devoted to melons alone, and these and other 
lands devoted to truck farming clear from 
$50 to $600 peracre, and are found to be 
greatly improved for raising occasional crops 
of cotton much larger than they formerly 
produced. It is found that cotton and other 
valuable crops can be gathered from the, 
same jand after the crop of early vegetables 
has been inarketed. ‘Tlh® Georgia melon 
crop now brings $1,500,000 a year into the 
State. Land formerly unproductive now 
vields immense profits on peaches, and peo- 
ple who formerly did not know the taste of 
good butter are now supplied with plenty of 
the best, fresh from Northern creameries. 
One man has found a perfect bonanza in 120 
acres of strawberries in Tennessee, and al- 
most anywhere on a Southern railroad a 
crop of early potatoes, which does not inter- 
fere at all with other crops, brings the 
farmer more than the land would sell for. 

As. yet the Southern railroads have not 
met the full requirements of this business, 
nor have the middlemen generally ‘“‘got the 
hang of it.’”* The Southern peach-growers 
say that a vast quantity of fruit is lost for 
wantof proper cars and ‘fast trains to hurry 
it to market.

AN EXTRA MILL. 


The School Board Will Probahkly In- 

crease the Tax Levy that Amount, 
‘ Mr. Henry F, Harrington, president of the 
Board of Public Schools, was interrogated 
this morning concerning the contemplated 
action of the board in increasing the tax 
levy from four to five mills on each dollar of 
valuation of realand personal property made 
taxable by law for State purposes. Mr. Har- 
ringtou said in reply: 

“This action is considered necessary by 
the board on account of the steady increase 
of the demand on the financial resources of 
the board. Our total annual revenue now is 
osly about $950,000 and our total expendi- 
tures are about $900,000; the surplus is not 
sufliclent to enable the board to meet 
the- growing educational needs in this 
city. ‘The board is constantly being 
asked to bulld new schools,-and they find it

“What authority has the board for increas- 
ing the tax levy?” 

“J understand front Mr. Rassieur, the at- 
torney for the board, that, under a provision 
in the State Constitution, the board: has 
authority to submit to the people of 
the city of St. Louis a proposition 
to increase the tax levy, and this is probably 
what the board wili do.”

The attendance at the Grocers’ Exchange 
was quite good this forenoon, and the room 
presented a busy scene, promising a most 
successful result for this new departure of 
the grocers of this city. Secretary Jacoby 
says the retail grocers are not coming in, nor 
are they taking hold of this new style of do- 
ing business as they should. A good many 
of them hardly appear to understand the ob- 
jects of the Exchange: That it will bring the 
buyer and seller together without the trouble 
and time heretofore wasted, allowing the re 
taller to purchase full lines @ all kinds of 
goods at one place. instead of going from one 
store to another, as bas been the custom. 
The retail grocers of the city are allowed 
entrance to the Exchange floor until June 
i5.

THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 


non Discourses on the Subject. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON Ciry, May 22.—Dr. R. D. 
Shannon, ex-Superintendent of Education, 
whose familiarity with the school law and 
jong connection with the public schools of 
the State are well-known, was interviewed 
to-day by your correspondent, as follows: 
“Have you read the interview with Speaker 
Richardson and ex-Speaker Bashaw touch- 
ing the Normal schools, recently published 
in the Post-DIsPATCH?” 

“T have.” 

“Speaker Richardson intimates that these 
schools have classed themselves as eleemosyn- 
ary, only forthe purpose of obtaining ap- 
propriations. Is this correct?” 

“It is not; and the very reverse is true. 
The University anc(_the Normalsjhave stoutly 
opposed such classification. They were not 
so classed until the time of the first appro- 
priation under the Constitution of 1875, and 
then, as I have said, against {their protest. 
I can give you an interesting piece of 
history upon this question. In 1876 I 
appeared before the House Committee of 
Ways and Means, to advocate liberal appro- 
priations to these institutions, and when 


that committee, at the suggestion of Hon. 
Wood Easley proposed to so classify them, I 
objected, on the ground that they were not 
eleemosynary. Mr. Easley then confronted 
me with a law dictionary which defined the 
word as appiying to all educational institu. 
tions. L insisted that the word hada current 
meaning which rendered any such applica- 
tion improper. ‘The cotnmittee decided 
against ine, but these schools did not like the 
decision, and have always expressed openly 
their unwillingness to accept the designation. 
Instead of being willing to seek support by a 
dodge, or trick, they havebeen forced to ac- 
cept appropriations under an opprobrious 
title. Butthis misrepresentation (uninten- 


tional, perhaps,) is only one of the injustices 
‘these State schools have borne.’ 


“Do you think the Legisiature will here- 
after withhold the apprupriations from the 
Normals, as Dr. Richardson seems to 
think ?” 

“No, sir, decidedly no; and [Tam greatly 
surprised to find men holding prominent po- 
sitions in the Democratic party, and doubt- 
less desirous of being esteemed represelta- 
tive menin the party, seemingly so unfa- 
miliar with party history and pledges as to 
entertain,or express any such beliel or desire. 
Che fourth plank in the platform adopted 
by the Democratic State Convention in 1880, 
solemnly pledged the party to ‘ever encourf- 
age and maintain’ these schovls, Do you 
suppose the party will so soon violate its 
voluntary and solemn pledges to the people? 
Would such a party deserve to be trusted? 
No sir. Such acourse would not only vio- 
lute pledges, but would violate the well- 
known traditions and history of the party in 


| reference to education, and you may be sure 


such a departurefrom the faith, praeitice 
and pledges of the party will not be tolerat- 
edin any ieader. It ought not to be.” 

‘Judge Bashaw says that of the graduates 
of the white Normal Schools who becoine 
teachers, ‘the percentage is;quite small,’ 
while nearly ali the graduates of Lincoin 
Institute ‘zo, right intu the schools as teach- 
ers’ is this true ?” 

‘No, sir; it isnot; and sufficient docu- 
mentary evidence has been placed before the 
Legislatureand published in catalogues tu 
teach any observant public man a different 
state of facts. The truth is no larger per- 
centage of gradutes from Lincoln Institute, 
or from any Normal School in any Siate, 
ever engages in teaching than from our 
white Normal Schools. Il say these are mat- 
ters of record, and the percentage is pub- 
lished by the schools. It isa mystery how 
public men can get their consent to deliver 
themselves on grave public ques- 
tions in seeming utter indif- 
ference to puble records. ‘These 
records show that nearly all the grad- 
uates of our Normal schools engage in teach- 
ing as suon as they can find employ- 
inent. They show, _moreover, that 
the Boards of Regents require 
ull applicants for admission to sign a decia- 
ration of intention to teach in Missouri, be- 
fore admitting them. What further guaran- 
tee does Mr. Bashaw desire? What iurther 
guarantee could be secured? ‘The 
good will individually expressed, by 
Messrs. Richardson and Bashaw toward 
these Normals leads to the opinion that the 
injustice done them was not intentional; but 
ihe fact of misrepresentation is no léss 
true.” 

THE SCHOOL BOARD, 

The School Board in extra session last 
night adopted the schedule of appropriations 
for next year, recommended by the Ways 
and Means Committee. ‘The receipts for the 
school year ending July 31st, 1884 are placed 
at $950,398, and the appropriations foot up 
$897,550, leaving a balance of $52,449, besides 
an unapprepriated balance. Uv pro- 
vision has been made for exten- 
sion of the public school system 
and the committee, in view of the board’s in- 
come not increasing in proportion to its ex- 
penditures, considers that it will be neces- 
sary in the near future to submit a proposi- 
tion to the people to increase the tax levy 
for schoo!s in the city trom four to five mills 
on each dollar of Valuation of real and per- 
sonal property. ‘This must be done in 
order to meet the expenses of 
increased school accommodations. Mr. Bush 
introduced a substituie for the resolution 
adopting English type and script in German 
books. It provides for use of English type 
for primary study of German, and the Gothic 
form later. Onuthe Kindergarten question 
Dr, Hickman thought that the increase of 
teachers’ pay should be met by 
“ charge for tuition of 
pupils uuder six years of 
age. Mr. Rombauer was desirous of ex- 
nding more money on night schools, and 
he secretary was directed to report on the 
condition of tundsin hand. ‘The invitation 
to attend the decoration ceremonies Was ac- 
cepted and the day voted a school holiday.

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MILLIONS OF FISH. 


The Enormous Work Done by the 
Commissioner's Office. 


Myra Clark Gaines and Her Suit—Probability 
That She Will Not Get Her Money—Social 
and Personal Gossip From Washington. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WasuiIneron,. May 21.—The Fisn Com- 
missioner is following the scriptural injunc- 
tion perhaps niore closely just now than any 
other department of the government. The 
quantities of bread it it is casting upon the 
water is something astonishing. It is no un- 
common thing for a few of its employes to 
siipoutof Washington and planta million 
of young fish in some adjacent stream, and 
returning load upacar with ahalf million 
or a million more for some point hundreds of 
milesaway. ‘The work that this commis- 
sion is doing in distributing young fish is 
something wonderful. It has stations ac 
various points on the Potomac where the 
female fish are taken, and by experts are re- 
lieved of their eggs, which after being im- 
pregnated are sent to the “‘hatchery” here at 
the rate of three quarters of a million a day. 
Shad and herring are the principal subieects 
of this work and it is expected that a hun- 
dred and fifty millions of the eggs will be 
sent here for hatching. They come in traps 
covered with damp cloth and are little 
globules about an eighth of an inch in diam- 
eter, From 25,000 to 100 eggs are ob- 


_ tained from a single fish. When the eggs ar- 


rive here they are placed in glass jars about 
15,00 in a jar, and a stream of water kept 
running through the jar constantly. If the 
water is about 75° Farenheit they will 
hatch in three days. They are then very 
amali fellows, looking like animated cam- 
bric needies with two black specks at the 
end. They swim vigorously, however, and 
iu a few days are big enough to stand trans- 
ferinto the waters of the rivers. By the 
process of artificial hatching not over five 
eggs in every hundred are Jost, while by the 
natural process not one in a hundred ts 
saved, so adverse are the circumstances and 
60 numerous the enemies of the egg and the 
pone fish. it is usually about ten days 
rom the time the eggs are taken from the 
mother fish uptil the little fellows are 
turned loose in the rivers to wriggle their 
Way up the stream. They always bead up- 
stream, and keep headed in that direction. 
Inthe fall, when the water begins to get 
cold, they omit the wriggling motign which 
propels them up the stream, keeping their 
sin that direction. however, and flvat 
gently down stream to the ocean. ‘They lin- 
ger when the fresh water begins to change 
to salt, and by the time they reach theetean 
they are accustomed to the brine. They re- 
Main inthe ocean three years, growing and 
fattening, and at the end of that time return 
tosome river matured, and if they escape 
the fishermen and other enemies are ready to 
begin the work of reproduction of their 
species.

KASHGARIA, 


The Journey of Mr. Dalgleish in the 
Heart of Asia. 


The Civil and Millitary Gazette of Lahore 
publishes the first news that has been re- 
ceived trom Mr. Dalgleish since his depart- 
ure for Kashgaria last December. Mr, 
Dalgleish is the enterprising trader and 
traveler who was the first European to visit 
Eastern Turkestan after its reconquest by 
China, and who succeeded in establishing 
friendly relations with the Celestial officials 
at Yarkand. It was mainly due w his 
statements that all doubts as to the 
stability of Chinese ruie in Central Asia 
were removed, and thatthe Indian gover- 
nmwent manifesteda disposition to inquire 
how far the Ambans were inclined to sanction 
and encourage commercial intercourse be- 
tween India and Altyshahr, or “‘ the land of 
the six cities,”’ 

Mr. Dalgleish again left India last 
December, stiti only in his capacity of 
merchant and explorer; but the Indian 
government so far availed themselves of his 
services as to make him the bearer ot friend- 
ly messages and small presents to the prin- 
cipal Chinese governors. !t now appears 
that he reached Yarkand on the 2vth of 
January, and that he presented the Gover- 
nor ol that town with a sword from the 
Viceroy. Itis gratifying to learn that he 
found the friendship previously shown to- 
ward him by the Chinese officials to bave in 
no way cooled, and notning could promise 
better for the future success of commerce in 
the region beyond the Karakoram than his 
latest experiences. 

On the road to Yarkand he met a Russian 
trader traveling to Khoten, a town famous 
at a remote period for its jade, and of some 
importance as being on tue only route to 
Thibet and Rudok. The Russian Consul ap- 
pointed underthe terms of thé treaty of 
St. Petersburg was expected to arrive with 
his family in the course of the present 
month at Kashgar from Tashkent, where he 
went tu receive final instructions from Gen- 
eral Tchernaieff.

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Amount of License They Pay—How the City 
is Divided Up Into “Beats”—Over 350 Peri- 
patetic Hawkers in the City. 


The quiet of the early morning on the resi- 
dence streets of the city is now given over 
completely to the strawberry fiend, or 
“hawker,” as the ordinance calls him. 
There are inthis city 350 of these brazen- 
throated, leather-lunged destroyers of the 
peace of nervous people. He sells potatoes, 
tomatoes, or berries, and announces the fact 
by a noise more or less hideous, but always 
incoherent. He practices until he masters 
some distinguishing whoop or yell, and 
adopts it as a sort of trade-mark, which 
answers for the crying of wares of any nature, 
although it resembles in sound nothing ever 
heard of, He enters into a fearful little 
cross-street about seven o'clock in the morn- 
ing with his alarming cry. The housewife 
recognizes the sound, but she must stick her 
head out of the window to see whether it is 
potatoes or strawberries he has for sale. He 
is only the first one, for his brothers in busi- 
ness come trailing along at short intervals 
during the remainder of the worning. The 
hawker is not heard in the afternoon, except 
during the berry season, when he makes an- 
other visitation in the cool of the evening. The 
interum 1s taken up, however, by the charcoal 
men,who make more noise than a fog-horn, 
the rag-buyer with his dilapidated wagon and 
sorry horse, but a voice that grates upon the 
nerves worse than a cross-cut saw in hard 
wood, and the never-ending procession of 
sad-toned foreigners, with their glazier or 
tiusmith outfit. ; 

THE “HAWKERS” 

call themselves “‘venders,” and are organ- 
ized in a mutual benefit. and protective asso- 
clation. For the most part they are young 
men of the “‘tough” stripe. The association 
has given a piceic each summer for several 
years. A young fellow went out to one of 
these gatherings one Sunday last year, but 
did not stay very long. “Why didn’t you 
stay?” asked one of his friends. 
At that moment a. wagon passed, 
in Which two men were supporting 
a third, whose head was wrapped in a tem- 
porary bandage, whose arm was in a sling, 
and who bore a_ generaily§ dilapida- 
ted and demoralized pornne.. 
The returned premier called his friends 
attention to the party in the wagon, and sen- 
tentiously remarked, “There goes a mau who 


' siayed, and they are taking him to the dis- 


pensary. 
fhe ordinance governing the “hawkers” is 
very stringent. A license of $50 is de- 
mauded on a one horse-wagon, and $75 on 
a two-horse Wagon, and the collector is re- 
quired to keepa register of the names and 
residences of the owners of these wagons. A 
Posr-DisPATCH reporter had a little talk 
with one of the peripatetic market men this 
morning. 
“;low many hawkers are there in the 
city ?”’ 

“About three hundred and fifty men en- 
gaged in selling produce alone.” 

‘Is there any money in the business ?” 

“Would there beso many engaged in it, 
werethere not?” 

“Where do you get your supplies 

‘Lie greater nuniber buy each day direct- 
ly from the Broadway commission houses. 
Others deal directiy with the farmers, and 
have facilities for Keeping all kinds of pro- 
duce. Venders who do business on this plan 
generally have more than one wagon. One 
ian in thistown has six wagons onthe 
streetevery day, driven by men whom he 

avs. ile has grown rich al 
the business. He buys potatoes 
aud things iike that by the fifty barrels ata 
lune, and his wagoas are going all the year 
round. ‘There is too much risk in handling 
produce in that way, aud as I said the boys 
generally prefer to buy direetly each morn- 
ing irom the commission houses, paying 
cash. There are different classes of vend- 
ers just as there are different kinds of peo- 
jie, Some or them buy only what would 
ecalled a job lot, berries, peaches, or 
apples, for instance, that are spoiling, or 
will be spoiled before night. They geta 
wagon load for almost nothing, and imme- 
diately make arun through the poorer sec- 
Lions of the city, selling out at 
about one-third of the regular price for 
sound goods. Other venders deal only with 
the best kind of people, and may be depended 
upon to come around every day with the best 
the market affords. Now, you notice that | 
don’t do much hotleriug. That is because | 
have built uparegular business, and have 
my customers, who take their produce from 
me, just like they do their milk from one 
man. 1 had caulitiowers as early this season 
as the Southern Hotel, and got my price for 
them. ‘The same with other things.” 

“Is there auy arrangement between the 
venders about dividing up the city ?” 

“You could hardly call it an arrangement. 
That matter regulates itself. hawker 
tries to build up a regular custom. The peo- 
ple get to know hii, and of course he is 
around every day, and it wouidn’t pay 
another oue to go right over the same ground 
with the same stuff. Every man has hia own 
line. Some hawkers setl nothing but po- 
tatoes the year round; others sell apples and 
nothing else. A hawker also goes to the part 
of the city where his grade of stuff sells the 
best, and thus the matter settles itself. 
There is no system of ‘beats’ or districts 
agreed upon.”
